PRESIDENT’S SECRETARIAT

award of the KIRTl CHAKR A for acts of conspicuous 
gallantry to : — 

1. Shri PATT RAM, Village Pal-ka-pura, District Morena, 
Madhya Pradesh. 

On the 2 8 ! h August, 1971, information was received that 
the gang of dacoit Motiya Kori was likely to commit a 
kidnapping in village Jontia in Madhya Pradesh. A plan was 
devised under which a Police parly was to block the ravines 
side of the village. A small group, consisting of six villagers 
and a few police men was sent to the village. They went 
to the village in the disguise of villagers and awaited the 
arrival of the dacoits in the village. When the gang reached 
the outskirts of the village at about 1900 hours, the group 
went to meet the dacoi s. After some time when the dacoits 
sta ted sensing some danger and were about to go back, the 
group pounced upon them. There was hand-to-hand fight. 
While the members of group were tiying to app r ehend the 
dacoits, the gang leader Motiya Kori took up his position 
and was about to start firing with his sten-gun. Shri Pari 
Ram, who saw the dacoit, pounced upon him in utter dis- 
regard to his persona] safety. A scuffle ensued in wbicn the 
dacoi 1 leader was shot dead. One more dacoit was also shot 
dead during the encounter, 

In this action, Shri Pati Ram displayed gallantry and deter- 
mination of a very high order, 

2. Shri HAZART. Village Chandrapura, District Morena, 
Madhya Pradesh. 

On the night of 18th/19th April, 1970, a gang of dacoits, 
armed wi h M.L. guns, raided village Chandrapura In 
Madhya Pradesh, The dacoits took the villagers by surprise 
and collected the able bodies men in the small village in one 
place. One of the dacoits with the loaded M.L. gun stood 
on gua'd and the rest of the dacoits started looting the 
houses of the villagers and forcibly 'emoved the ornaments 
from the person of the ladies. Unmindful of his own safety, 
Shri Haznri pounced upon the dacoit, who was standing on 
guard and grappled with him, The dacoit fUed at him with his 
un, but he managed to deflect the gun and snntched it from 
im. Encouraged by gallant action of Shri Hazari, other 
villagers also muste-ed courage and removed wooden bars 
from the bullock-carts, standing around, and s*ared hitting 
the dacoits. The dacoits s'a-'ed firing indiscriminately, but 
the villagers succeeded in inflicting rrnior injuries on two of 
the dacoits who subsequently dted in hospital. This unnerved 
the dacoits and they took to ffieir heels, leaving behind 2 
M.L, guns and the property they had looted. 

In this action. Shri Hazari displayed gallantry of a very 
high order. 

3. 7995053 Naik MOHAMMAD DAR, Pioneer Corps. 

On the 15th November. 1971. Naik Mohammad Dar was 
travelling in a train from Siliguri to Lucknow. Soon after 
the train left Siliguri station, he noticed a co-passenger sit tag 
in a suspicious po'ture with his hand concealed at the back. 
This caused suspicion in the mind of Naik Mohammad Dar 
who immediately caught hold of the suspect from the rear 
and found that the suspect was holding a hand grenade in 
his hand. At grave risk to his life, he g-armled with the 
suspect, overpowered and disarmed him with the help of 
o'her passengers. He was found *o be in posses-" Ion of an- 
other hand grenade which was carefully concealed along with 
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his other belongings. Naik Dar kept the suspect under full 
control till the train reached Kishanganj railway station 
where he handed him over to the Police author! ies. It was 
due to the keen presence of mind and bold action on the 
part of Naik Mohammad Dar that danger to the lives of 
other passengers, including military personnel, In the railway 
compartment was averted. 

In this action, Naik Mohammad Dar displayed gallantry 
of a high order. 

4. Shri SHRIKRISHN A KIRAR 

5. Shri PRITAM KIRAR 

( Pos'humoux ) 
Village Sahasrani, 
District Morena-. 
Madhya Prndesh. 

Sarvashri Shrlkrishna Kirar and Pritam Klrar volunteered 
to scout the gang of dacoit Nathu Singh and inform the 
Police about its location. The gang comprised desperate 
criminals, a-med with modem weapons and was known for 
merciless killing. They tracked the gang into the jung’es 
and on the night of 18*h/19th February, 1970, gave pin-point 
information to the Police about the location of the gang. 
They accompanied the Police party along with their licensed 
arms. An encounter with the gang ensued on the morning 
of 19th February, 1970. During the encounter, they moved 
forward, in utter disregard to their personal safety, and 
continued supplying vital Info-mation regarding the move- 
men's of the dacoits to the Police, They accompanied the 
Police searching the fields and nullas and located the dacoits 
who had hidden themselves with a view to escape. Tn the 
encounter. 9 dacoits, Including the leader Chhota Na'hu were 
killed and one semi-automatic self-loading rifle, one sten-gun 
five .303 rifles e*c, were recovered. One dacoit was cantmed 
alive. Late on, Shri Shrlkrishna Kirar was killed by some anti- 
social elements. 

Sarvashri Shrikrishna Kirar and Pritam Kirar displayed 
gallantry and determination of a very high order. 

No, 37-P r es.n3 ' The president is pleased to approve the 
award of the VTR CHAKRA for acts of gallantry in the 
recent operations against Pakistan to : — 

1. Wmg Commander fNow Group Captain MAN 
MOHAN SINGH (4023), Flying (Pilot). 

Wing Commander (now G'oun Cap’ain) M"n Mohan 
Singh was commissioned in the Indian Air Fo-ce In Janiv-ry, 
1951. During the Indla-Pakistan conflict of December, 1971. 
be was in command of an Operational Fighter Squadron in 
the Eastern Sector. His squadron flew a total of 110 sor'les 
in Bangladesh in close -uoori and nnti-shipo'n« roles and met 
all Its operational commitments without damage to anv of 
its aircraft. He peosonallv led 19 sorites and successfully 
engaged enemy defence positions, gun boa-ts and sb ; ns despite 
heavy ground fire. When the hclibonie operations across 
the Maehana river commenced, his squadron provided very 
effec*iv» aircover for the successful completion of t''e task. 
In addition, the sejuad-on provided va’uah'e close -mv’Ori to 
the Acmv in the Aaarialn Sector Inspit- of the fact t Ti nt the 
aircraft had to operate from a short runway at Agar' ala. 

Throughout the operations, he displayed exemplary courage 
and devotion to duty of a high order. 

2. Sanadron Leader (now Wg, Cdr.) UHTRENDRA 
SINGH JAFA, VM (4819) Flying (Pilot). 
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During the operations against Pakisan In December 1971, 
Squadron Leader Dhirendra Singh Jafa served wi h a Fighter 
Bomber Squadron in the Western Sector, On 4th December, 
1971, when the enemy had encircled a Battalion of our troops 
in a small enclave in the Hussainiwala area and was pressing 
hard with tanks, he led a two aircraft formation in this area. 
He carried out over 12 attacks and personally destroyed or 
damaged seven enemy tanks and a jeep. This action blunted 
the enemy assault Mid enabled our encircled troops to 
extricate themselves wi'h minimum casualties. On 5th 
December, 1971. he was detailed as the Sub-Section Leader 
of a four aircraft strike mission over the enemv gun posi ions 
which were constantly shelling our positions in an area in 
the west of Amritsar. Despite the heavy ground fpc from 
the enemy gum, he carried out successful attacks until in 
his sixth attack his aircraft was hit by ground fire and he 
had to eject at a very low altitude. 

Tn this action. Squadron Leader Dhi-endr» Singh Jafa dis- 
played gallantry and leadership of a high order. 

3. Major DIPAK KUMAR GANGULY (TC-18120). 
The Mahar Regiment (Borders), (Poshumous) 

Major Dipak Kumar Ganguly was ordered to reinfo-ce a 
defended locality in the Lipa Valley and the led his men in 
broad daylight inspite of heavy enemy shelling. The enemy 
launched two severe attacks but they were repulsed inflicting 
heavy casuftfities on the enemy. He inspired his men to 
fight relentlessly although his company strength was depleted. 
He went around the defences with complete disregard for his 
own safety despite the heavy enemy -shelling. Wh»n the 
enemv launched an attack in strength and his company was 
forced to fall back on own post, and one of the MMG num- 
bers was in(u”ed, he himself took the MMG enabling all bis 
men to fall back. Although he was injured, he continued to 
fire till all men bad withdrawn. He was the last man on 
the post and was mortally hit while still firing the MMG. 

In this action, Major Dipak Kumar Ganguly displayed 
gallantry and leadership of a high order. 

4. Captain HAMIR SINGH UC-13935). Grenadiers. 

On the night of 13th/14t.h December. 1971, Captain Hamir 
Singh was commanding a company of Grenadiers during the 
attack on Daruchhian in the Western Sector. His Company 
was given the task of capturing West Sour of the objective. 
He moved his Company deep into the enemy territory and 
attacked the objective. The enemy was taken by surprise and 
the objective fell. He moved forward with his men to take 
some more posi'ions of the objective, but he came under heavy 
automatic fire from enemy bunkers and pill boxes. Unde- 
terred. he pressed on and captu-ed some more positions of 
the objective. When his men could not move further be, 
quickly ordered them to prepare themselves for the inev-'table 
counter attacks of th e enemy during the day. The enemy 
reacted faster lhan expected and launched a series of counter 
attacks, but he successfully repulsed the counter attacks. 
Despite severe bullet injuries in his arm and chest, he remain- 
ed calm and displayed cool courage under ndverse circums- 
tances and under hcaw automatic and artillery fire. When 
his strength was diminishing rapidly, an air strike was arrang- 
ed to silence the most dangerously sited pill box. When the 
pill box was struck by the aircraft, he quickly changed the 
enemv bunker with his Company Headquarter personnel and 
artillery fonvaM observation officers party. By his pe r snnal 
courage and tenacity, he infused in bis men the determina- 
tion to hold on to th e objective in spit® of depleted strength 
and under heavy enemy Are, 

In this action, Captain Hamir Singh displayed gallantry and 
determination of a high order. 

5. Flight Lieutenant APRAMJEET SINGH (7403), 
Flying (Pilot). 

Flight Lieutenant Apramjeet Singh was commisrioned in 
the Indian Air Fo-ce in June, 1963. DurinR the Tndia-Pakis- 
tan conflict of December, 1971, he flew 21 operational sorities 
consisting of escort and sweep missions, deep inside enemy 
territory. On 8th December, 1971, while flying as No 2 in 
the Chnamb Sec' or, his formation encoun'e-ed heavy enemy 
ground fire in which his leader was shot down. His a r era ft 
was also hit and sustained heavy damage. Despite the fact 
that the aircraft had become almost uncontrollable, due to 
damage to its port wing, and many other system becoming 
unserviceable he displayed exemplary skill and courage in 
bringing his aircraft back to base, safely. 


In this action. Flight Lieu‘enant Apramjeet Singh displayed 
gallantry and professional skill of a high order. 

6. Flight Lieu'enant MELVINDER SINGH GREWAL 
(7728). Flying (Pilot). 

During the operations against Pakistan in December, 1971, 
Flight Lieutenant Melvinder Singh Grewal served with a 
Figh'er Bomber Squadron in the Western Secto r . On 4th 
December, 1971, he was detailed as ft member of a four air- 
craft strike mission over the enemy airfield ‘Sho r kot Road’. 
He successfully carried our the mission destroying one aircraft 
on ground and damaging a building, The same day, in the 
evening, he carried out another strike mission. As » member 
of a formation over the same airfield, he pressed the a'tack 
despite heavy Anti-Arc-af' fire. However, in this attack his 
aircraft was hit by ground fire and crashed. 

Flight Lieutenant Melvinder Singh Grewal displayed gallan- 
try and devotion to duty of a high order. 

7. Flight Lieutenant ADITYA VTKRAM PETHIA 
(8384), Flying (Pilot). 

During the operations against Pakistan in December, 1971, 
Fb'eht Lieutenant Aditya Vikram Pethia served with a 
Figh'er Bomber Squadron in the Western Sector. On 5th 
December, 1971, b e was detei’ed as a. leader of tactical 
reconnaissance mission over Christian Mnndi to seek and 
destroy enemy a-mour vehicles. He spotted a train moving 
towards Bhaval Natrar transposing r.-bnut 15 tanks. Despite 
hcavv enemy ground the. he made two attacks on the train 
and destroyed two enemy trains. Unmindful of his personal 
safety, he made another attack to silence the enemy an'i- 
a ire -aft gun. However, in this attack his aircraft was hit by 
enemy ground fire and crashed. 

Flight Lieutenant Adi<ya Vikram Pe'hia displayed gallantry 
and devotion to duty 0 f a high order, 

8. 1616 Assistant Commandant NAFE SINGH DAL AL, 

Border Security Force, (Pmthummis) 

Assistant Commandant Nafe Smeh Dalai was commanding 
a comnany of Bo-der Security Fore® in nn area in the 
Western Sector. When the enemy started budding up the 
defences in tha f area, he was ordered to lead a paVol of 
platoon strength with the task of p-eventing any ins'nirion 
by the enemy into ou" territory, As the Farijng Secto- of 
the na'rol were approximately JO yards awav f-om rie e"emy 
position it came under heavy automatic and small a r ms fl-e. 
Shri Dalai took Light Machine Gun himselF amt moved 
forwa-d and engaged the enemv Medium Machine Gun which 
was drectly firing ou the Patrol. He rilencpd rim enemy 
Medium Machine Gun, but was hit by an enemv MMG hurst 
fired from the other direction. He was seriously inured 
tend bleed'ng n“ofuse1y hut undaunted he ken' the enemy 
engaged with his Light Machine Gun fi-e till his men with- 
drew to an alternative position. He, however, succumbed to 
his injuries. 

Tn this action, AssiVnnt Commandant Nafe Smgh Dalai 
displayed gallantry and leadership of ft high o r der. 

9. Flying Officer KARTYADTL CHERTYAN KURU- 
VILLA (10862), Flying (Pilot). 

During the operations against Pakistan in Docember. 1971, 
Flying Officer Kariyadil Cheriyan Ku-uvilla served with a 
fighter Bomber Squadron in the Western Sector. On 4th 
December, 1971, he carried out ft strike mission over Cbander 
airfield and successfully attacked enemy airemft on ground 
and airfield installations. On the Jth December, 1971. he 
flew another strike mission over Chistian Mandi and inflicted 
heavy damages to a tmin and hit its engine desnite the 
intensive enemy anti-aircraft fire. Again on the 6th Decem- 
ber, 1971, he undertook a strike mission over Dera Baba 
Nanak a-ea and attacked enemy ta-nk concentrations. How- 
ever, while making a second pass over the target, his aircraft 
was hit by the enemy anti-aircraft fire and crashed. 

Throughout. Flying Officer Kariyadil Cheriyan Kuruvilla 
displayed gallantry and devotion to duty of a high order. 

10. 3340727 Naib Subedar GIAN SINGH. The Sikh 
Regiment, ( Posthumous ) 

Naib Subedar Gian Singh was detailed on a reconnaissance 
patrol in the Amritsar Sector along the cease fire line. When 
the patrol was approximately 50 yard; from the cea e fire 
line, the enemy opened up with heavy automatic and small 
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prms fixe. In utter disregard to his personal safety, he rushed 
(forward and started retu.nrng the It from be rand the cover 
of a raised bund. He Kcp L changing his position steal.hily 
and con.inued to engage tne enemy wim great determination, 
gat and presence ot tnrnd in spite of being surrounucd from 
three sides by the enemy. He drew maximum enemy fire on 
himself whicn enabled the rest of die pat.ol to lane cover and 
deal with the situauon. In this gallant act, he was hit by an 
enemy MMG bruit, bur he continued o engage the enemy till 
the last and finer succumbed to his injuries. 

In this action, Naib Subedar Gian Singh displayed gallantry, 
determination and leadership of a high order. 

11. 3144100 Havildar AMAR SiNGH. Jat Regiment. 

Havildar Amar Singh was ordered to take a patrol to 
intercept an enemy patrol which had intruded into our .erri- 
tory in the vicioi.y of Forward Defended Locality in an area 
in the Jammu and Kashmir Sector. Against heavy odds, he 
led the pa.roi and wniie he was within 150 yards of the 
enemy pa.rol he engaged them with Light Machiuc Gun and 
2 inch mortar killing tnree of the enemy soldiers, the enemy 
also engaged his pa.rol with Medium Machine Gun and artil- 
le.y fire. He extricated his patrol with great courage and 
calmness after dislodging the enemy which had entered our 
own teriitory. Although he was hit by an enemy MMG 
burst on his left arm and left Kg, he continued ,o lead tne 
patrol with courage and dash regardless of his injury. Later 
on it was discovered that he had six bullet injuries in his 
arm and leg. 

In this ac.ion, Havildar Amar Singh displayed gallantry 
and leadership of a high order, 

12. 9207565 Sepoy KHARAK SINGH, The Mahar Regi- 
ment (Borders). U’osthwnotts ) 

Sepoy Kharak Singh was in the loading platoon of a Batta- 
lion of Mahar Regiment which engaged ttie enemy force in 
Lipa Valley. As the platoon closed in. the enemy brought 
down heavy automatic and small a.m fire. Witli compic.e 
disregard to his personcl safety, he crawled forward, ciosed 
wich the enemy, although wounded and lobbed a grenade 
inside the enemy bunker causing casualties to the enemy. 
Mtuougu he was bieeding protusely, he moved to another 
bunker, and while in the process of lobbing a grenade, ha 
Wus nn by enemy automatic fire as a result of which he died. 

In this action. Sepoy Kharak Singh displayed gallantry and 
determination of high order. 

No. 38-Pres./73.— ' The President is pleased to approve the 
award of the SHAURYA CHAKRA for acts of gallantry 
to : — 

1. Shri B. S. GILL, Junior Engineer, Central Public 
Works Department, Ahfleld, Amritsar. 

Shri B. S. GiJl was incharge of the Repair Party of the 
Rajasansi, Amritsar aerodrome. Aficr the Paxisiani Air 
Force’s pre-emptive attack on 3rd December, 1971, be orga- 
nised his men and material to complete the task of filing up 
five craters caused in the aerodrome. He moved from point 
to point encouraging his men to work with speed. While 
doing repair work an enemy bomber again dropped six bombs 
on tne runway. Shri GUI had to disperse bis men during the 
air attack but immediately, thereafter, got them together and 
re-commenced repairs at the same speed. By his inspiring 
leadership and courage, he ensured a high s.andard of team 
work among his men under conditions of darkness and 
threat of enemy air attack not only on 3rd December, 1971, 
but every time the runway was damaged by enemy air attack. 

Throughout, Shri B. S. Gill displaced gallantry and deter- 
mination of a high order. 

2. Shri SRI KISHAN SHARMA, Driver, Northern Rail- 
way, Jodhpur. 

Shri Sri Kishan Shartna was a locomotive driver on the 
Jodhpur Division of the Northern Railway, As soon as the 
advancing Indian Army units occupied the railway station at 
Khokhrapar in the enemy territory, rail communications were 
extended close to the advancing forces. He was the driver of 
the first train carrying vital supplies for the Jawans. While 
the train was performing shunting at Khokhrapar, there were 
repeated bombing and strafing by enemy aircraft, causing 
considerable damage to a large number of coaches. Undctc red, 
be continued to perform his duties and succeeded in remov- 


ing these coaches to a safe distance. He also completed the 
placement of water tanks and other wagons containing vital 
supplies before taking his train, back to Mnbabao. 

In this action, Shri Sri Kishan Sharma displayed courage 
and devotion to duty of a high order, 

3. Shri ROOP CHAND, Permanent Way Inspector, 
Northern Railway, Jodhpur Division. 

Shri Roop Chand was a Permanent Way Inspector on 
Jodhpur Division of the Northern Railway. As soon as 
Khokhrapar station was occupied, the Division was called 
upon to extend, most expeditiously, the rail communications 
over a distance of about 11 Kilometers in enemy territory 
close to the advancing forces. Shri Roop Chand, with his 
gangmen, took up this challenging task and completed It in a 
remarkably short period in the face of repeated air attacks. 

In this action, Shri Roop Chand displayed courage and 
devotion to duty of a high order. 

4. Shri O. P. CHOPRA, Assistant Engineer. Norlhera 
Railway, Jodhpur. 

Shri O, P. Chopra was Assistant Engineer Imcharge of a 
portion of the track between Jodhpur and Munabao, During 
the hostilities with Pakistan in 1971. a record number of 
military specials were run over this track. He mainalned the 
track in perfect order in spite of repeated air attacks and 
serious damages. After the Khokhrapar station was occupied, 
his Division was called upon to extend rail communications 
most expeditiously close to the advancing army in the enemy 
territory. Although railway track and bridges had been 
damaged extensively by the retreating forces of the enemy 
and there were constant air attacks, the work was completed 
within a remarkably short period under his supervision. 

Throughout, Shri O. P. Chopra displayed courage and devo- 
tion to duty of a high order. 

5. Shri JOGESH CHANDRA DAS, 

At the time of the India-Pakistan conflict of 1971, Shri 
Jogesh Chandra Das was working near the international 
border in the Garo Hills district of Meghalaya. 

When all efforts to cap'ure the enemy Post at Kamalpur 
in Mymensingh district, which was heavily guarded, proved 
futile, Shri Das, at considerable risk to his life, succeeded in 
preparing a sketch showing the actual location of booby 
traps, punfies, minefields and bunkers. Subsequently . when 
the Kamalpur Post was cordoned off, the enemy rushed to 
the scene with reinforcements and took position In a nullah 
at Gopalpur, about half a kilometre south Of an Indian for- 
ward Post. Shri Das, who got a tip, quickly verified the 
information at considerable risk to his life and then rushed 
to the TndiaD Army Post, paying no heed at all to the shelling 
from the enemy, and passed on the information to the Com- 
pany Commander. The troops immediately opened up artil- 
lery fire and shelled the area and thus foiled an imminent 
surpri e atack. In the ensuing action eighteen enemy soldiers 
were killed and the rest fled. 

Shri Jogesh Chandra Das thus made a very Important con- 
tribution to the ultimate capture of this enemy post, 

6. Shri CHIRON JI 

7. Shri ZALSM Village Chandrapura, 

8. Shri MUKUNDI f District Morena, 

9. Shri BADRI Madhya Pradesh. 

10. Shri BALWANT 

On tlie night of 18th/19th April, 1970, a gang of dacoits, 
armed with M.L. guns, raided village Chandrapura. The 
dacoits took the villagers by surprise and collected all the 
able bodied men in the small village, in one place. One of 
the dacoils with th e loaded M.L. gun stood on guard and the 
rest of the dacoits started looting the houses of Sarvashri 
Hazari, Zalim, Badri and Ramswaroop and forcibly removed 
the ornaments from the person of the ladies. In spite of the 
fact that the dacoi's had an upper hand due to the guns held 
by them, Shri Hazari, unmindful of his own safety, pounced 
upon the dacoit who was standing on guard and grappled with 
him. The dacoit fired at him with his gun but Shri Hazari 
managed fo deflect the gun and snatched it from him The 
other villagers namely Sarvashri Chironji, Zalim, Mukundi, 
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Badri and Balwant also mustered courage. They removed 
wooden bars from the bullock-carts standing around and 
started hitting the dacoits. The dacoi_s star ed firing indis- 
criminately but fortunately these villagers succeeded in inflict- 
ing major injuries on two of the dacoiti who subsequently 
died in the hospital. This brave action of these villagers un- 
nerved the dacoits and they took to their heels, leaving be- 
hind two M.L. guns and the property they had loo.ed. 

In this notion, Sawashri Chironji, Zallm, Mukundi, Badri 
and Balwant displayed courage and determination of a high 
order. 

11. 9204775 Lance Naik KALANDAR SINGH, Mahar 
Regiment. 

Lance Naik Kalandar Singh wars a member of a patrol 
party which was sent to raid a hostile camp on 11th Sep em- 
ber, 1972 in an area in Nagaland. When the party was near- 
ing the camp and he was fifty yards away from the huts, 
four hostiles suddenly came out and one of them fired at him. 
But fortunately he wars not hit. But fortunately he was not 
hit. He immediately returned the fire and killed he man who 
had fired at him. At this stage his carbine was jammed. He 
immediately left his weapon and picked up the rifle of the 
dead hostile and fired at the Other bos.iles who were running 
away. He thus killed one more hostile. Two other hostile 
were wounded and disappeared into the jungle leaving behind 
their weapons. 

In this action, Lance Naik Kalandar Singh displayed courage 
and determination of a high order. 

12. Shri DILIP KUMAR DEV, Village Joynagar, Police 
Station Kotwali, Agartala. 

Shri Dilip Kumar Dev made a number of trips inside 
Bangladesh to collect useful information regarding prepara- 
tions and positions of enemy troops. His work was difficult 
and fraught with grave risks, particularly when the enemy 
forces were killing civilians on the slightest suspicion. His 
most no. able achievement was sketching of an Airfield with 
all its defence lay-outs and installations. He also brought 
complete details of the enemy positions In and around Dacca 
which were useful for operations in Bangladesh. 

Throughout, Shri Dilip Kumar Dev displayed courage and 
determination of a high order, 

13. Shri PRAFULLA RANJAN SEN GUPTA, Manager, 
Simna Tea Garden, Tripura. 

Shri Prafulla Ranjan Sen Gupta rendered valuablo assistance 
through his labourers in the Tea Garden to the Border Secu- 
rity Force in coUecting valuable information and planning 
their operations against the enemy during . the operations 
against Pakistan in December. 1971, This enabled the 
Border Security Force to clear many areas from retrea ing 
enemy troops and Razakars and also resuited in the arrest of 
a number of Razakars and recovery of a number of rifles. 
Despite heavy shelling by the Pakistani forces, Sh.i Sen Gupta, 
stuck to his position and also encouraged the local people to 
stay. 

Throughout, Shri Prafulla Ranjan Sen Gupta displayed 
courage and determination of a high order. 

14. Shri DHIRENDRA SEN GUPTA, Sonamura Town, 
Tripura. 

Shri Dbireudra Sen Gupta was a member of the Civil 
Defence Commi.tee of Sonamura Town and was the pro- 
prietor of a Pharmacy. This town was shelled by enemy 
forces a number of times. He moved about in the town and 
encouraged the people to face the danger boldly. He kept 
the Pharmacy open even when the whole market was desert- 
ed so as to enable the people to buy medicines and also pro- 
vided first-aid to the injured during the shelling. 

Shri Dhirendra Sen Gupta thus displayed courage and 
sense of duty of a high order. 

15. Shri SUNIL BARAN DEY, Sonamura Town, Tripura. 

Due to continuous shelling by Pakistani troops, when 
Sonamura Town was almost deserted, Shri Sunil Baran Dey 
fo med a nucleus of defence party in the town and patrolled 
it regularly at night and kept close watch on the vital instal- 
lations against any possible acts of sabotage by the enemy. 


Shri Sunil Baran Dey thus displayed courage, initiadve and 
devotion to duty of a high order. 

16. Shri SADANANDA GUHA, Sonamura Town, Tripura. 

During the period of intermi tent shelling by the enemy in 
Sonamura Town, when most of the people shifted to other 
places leaving their homes, Shri Sadananda Guha patrolled 
the town with a small band of volunteers and guarded the 
property of the people against any damage by the Pakistani 
saboteurs. 

Shri Sadananda Guha thus displayed courage and initiative 
of a high order. 

17. Shri RAMESH MA1UMDAR, Village Dcbipur, Tri- 
pura. 

On the 17th October, 1971, four Razakars armed with rifles 
entered Haripur village. They claimed to be freedom fighters 
and sought help from the villagers. Sh.i Ramesh Maiumdar 
recognised them to bo saboteurs and, despite the fact that the 
Razakars were armed, he immediately attempted to apprehend 
them, simultaneously raising a cry for help. Disregarding 
his personal safety and the fact that no body came to help 
him, he caught hold of one of the Razakars. Though he 
received serious injuries in the course of the tussle, he suc- 
ceeded in driving away the Razakars who left behind their 
rifles and thus prevented them from committing any crime 
in the area. 

In this action, Shri Ramesh Majumdar displayed courage 
of a high order. 

18. Shri JADUNANDAN DUTTA. Secretary, Bclonia 
Bar Association, Tripura. 

When the border town of Bclonia was subjected to Inter- 
mittent shelling by Pakistani troops and it became essen ial 
to mobilise the public opinion in civil defence measures and 
to keep their morale high, Shri Jadunandan Dutta ook a lead 
in this difficult task. Despite enemy mortar and artillery 
fire in the town, he moved about and prepared the public 
for appropriate precautionary steps. 

Throughout, Shri Jadunandan Dutta displayed courage and 
initiative of a high order. 

19. Dr. RABINDRA NATH CHOUDHURY, Medical 
Officer Inchargo, Primary Health Centre, Harishya- 
mukh (Belonia), Tripura. 

Dr Rabindra Nath Choudhury was Medical Officer-in- 
Charge of the Primary Health Centre Harishyamukh 
(Belonia), which is barely 80 yards from the boarder. The 
area was subjected to heavy shelling by he Pakistani troops. 
On one occasion, when he was performing su gical operations 
on three evacuees who had been seriously injured by splinters, 
the enemy started shelling and the shells landed very close 
to the Primary Health Centre. Undeterred, he performed the 
operations and succeeded in saving the lives of the three 
evacuees. On another occasion, he acain performed a su-«i- 
cal operation on a person having bullet injuries, despite the 
fact that the Centre was being subjected to firing. 

Dr. Rabindra Nath Choudhury thus displayed courage and 
devotion to duty of a high order. 

20. Dr. PREM SAGAR GARG, Senior Medical Officer, 
Fazllka. 

During the operations against Pakistan in December. 1971, 
Dr. Prem Sagar Garg offered his services to help the Army 
Medical-cwm-Surgical team for attending the battle casualties 
which required Immediate treatment. He worked round the 
clock with the Armv surgeon and attended to the ba tie 
casualties during difficult and trying battle conditions. He 
was a source of inspiration for the military doctors. 

Dr. Prem Sagar Garg thus displayed courage and devotion 
to duty of a high order. 

21 Shri CHALIL PUTHIYAPURAYIL NARAYANAN, 

’ Assistant Armament Supply Officer. 

Shri Chalil Puthiyapurayil Narayanan, Assistant Armanent 
Supply Officer was entrusted with the task of disposing of 
ten unexploded Naval bombs in the Chi tagon and Coxs 
Bazar areas in Bangladesh during January, 1972. This 
extremely hazardous tank was undertaken by him most will- 
ingly, By his high degree of professional knowledge and 
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with the help of the bomb disposal team working with him. 
lie defused and rendered safe all the bombs, except one 
which had landed on top of the Railway Headquarters build- 
ing at Chit, agon, The tail of diis bomb had sheered off and 
It could not be defused. The alternatives wer c either to 
explode the bomb on site, which could have demolf.ed the 
Railway Headquarters and many other buildings around it, 
or to remove the bomb from die site and des.roy It in an 
open area which was extremely dangerous for the bomb dis- 
posal team, At great personal risk, he undertook to remove 
the bomb from the site, and successfully accomplished the 
task. 

In this action, Shri Chalil Pu.hiyapurayil Narayanan dis- 
played courage and leadership of a high order. 

22. Shri N. RANGACHARY, Professional Assistant, 
India Meteorological Department, Bhuj. 

During the operations aRainst Pakistan in December, 1971, 
Shri N. Rangachary was working in the Meteo ological Office 
located at Bhuj. The ai. field located at Bhuj was subjected 
to bombing by ihe enemy on a number of times, but he kept 
the Meteorological Office working in the face of the enemy 
Action. Throughout, he remained with the s.aff and main- 
tained very close liaison with the local 1AF Station and the 
heads of oilier civilian departments. He was a source of 
inspiration to all the employees of the Meteorological 
Department. 

Shri N. Rangachary thus displayed courage and devotion 
to duty of a high order. 

23. Shri GANDA SINGH GILL, Senior Aerodrome 
Officer, Amritsar. 

During the operations against Pakistan in December, 1971, 
Sh i Ganda Singh Gill was Senior Aerodrome Officer-in- 
Charge of Civil Aerodrome, Amritsar. Amritsar Aerodrome 
was constantly attacked by Pakistani Air Force both by day 
and night. Unmindful of his personal safety and the fact 
that he had suffered a grievous loss in the death of his eldest 
son, who was an Army Officer, he remained in the station 
and m ide Amritsar Airport available for use by the Indian 
Air Force. 

Sh.i Ganda Singh Gill thus displayed courage and devo- 
tion to duty of a high order. 

24. Shri M1HIR KUMAR SENGUPTA, Aerodrome 
Officer. Agartala, Tripura. 

Shri Mihir Kumar Sengupta was Incharge of the civil aero- 
drome at Agartala. During the hostilities with Pakis an in 
1971, he not only looked after the refugees who were settling 
in and around the airport, but also by his administrative 
ability avoided panic amongst the inmates residing a. the air- 
port. He moved from door to door in the face of heavy 
enemy shelling from across the border restoring confidence 
among the inmates. By his courage and sense of devotion to 
du y, he prevented large scale evacuation from Agar ala and 
other airports located near India-Pakistan border. He main- 
tained Agartala Airport and enabled Indian Air Force to 
utilise the airport round the clock under the most difficult 
circumstances. 

Shri Mihir Kumar Sengup'a thus displayed courage and 
devotion to duty of a, high order. 

25. Shri KAILASH CHAND MAHAJAN, Sub-Divisional 
Magistrate, Fazilka (Punjab). 

On the 3rd December, 1971, Fazilka Sector was attacked 
by the enemy and the shells were falling all over the town. 
People immediately came out in ihe streets and began to 
move out of the town. Shri Kailash Chand Mahajan at o^ce 
put into operation the machinery to channelise the human 
flow on the Malout Road according 'o the evacua ion plans. 
He was personally going round the town, urging the people 
to be calm and supervised the exodus in comolete dis'egard 
to his personal safety. On account of the occupation of a 
pari of the Sabuana Distribu'ory which is the main defence 
line In Fazilka Sector, the enemy was able to occupy one 
bridge intact on the night of 3rd December. 1971. On the 
4th December, 1971, Shri Mahajan sunervised the evacuation 
of State Bank cash amounting to Rs. 1.5 cro-es as well as 
evacuation of the families of Government offlcals. The same 
evening, with exoectarion of a majo- offensive by the enemy, 
he collected all the remaining Government officials in the City 
Police Station and consulted the Brigadier incharge of the 


operation who requested for re.emion of civil administration 
in Fazilka because he needed telephone, police, elcctrici y and 
water supplies to be main.ained. Though the tension ran 
high, Shri Mahajan remained in, Fazilka all the time to create 
confidence among the services. 

At 8 P.M. on the 4th December, 1971, Indian Army got 
information that enemy tanks had come to village Badha and 
had also gone on the Malout Road thereby encircling 
Fazilka town. At this junc urc, Shri Mahajan managed to 
control the situatoin and maintained all essential services of 
the town in full trim. He rendered all possible assistance to 
the milita y au.horities towards procu ement of material 
required by them. The military au horitics badly needed sand 
bags, other local defence stores and trucks for the conveyance 
of ammunition to the forward a eas. Shri Mahajan personally 
mobilized all the resources and made available all that was 
needed. 

Th oughout, Shri Kailash Chand Mahajan displayed courage, 
determinarion and devotion to duty of a high order. 

26. JC-NYA Naib Subedar SHINGARA SINGH, Engi- 
neering (Radio Operators). 

On the 17th December, 1971, information was received at 
a foAvard Air Force Base that the enemy had bombed 
Bhatinda Railway Station as well as nea by villages causing 
conside able damage to civil property and popula ion. It was 
also reported that several bombs had not exploded. Naib 
Subedar Shinga.a Singh immediately rushed to the place with 
his men and after carrying out a thorough search of the areas 
located seventeen unexploded bombs. Though ful'y aware 
that the bomb could have been fitted with delayed fu ed, he 
went ahead with the defusion of the bombs with comolete dis- 
regard to his pe sonal safety, In feet, one bomb did explode 
when he. along with his men. had just retired for lunch and 
later two bombs were found wi h the fuzing componen s having 
partly functioned. Undeterred, he successfully defused all 
the bombs within 96 hours and thus infused confidence in the 
local population. 

In this action, Naib Subedar Shlngara Singh displayed 
courage and leadership of a high order. 

27. 235583 Corpo-al GURDIP SINGH DEOL, Blacksmith 
and Welder (I). 

On the 15ih April, 1971, a major Are broke out in the dis- 
persal area of a forward Air Force Base. On hearing the 
siren, Corporal Gu dip Singh Deol, who was staying far away 
from the base, was the first to arrive at the scene on his mo'or 
cycle. He found that the fire was fast approaching blast pens 
endageing the safe y of aricraft and he decided to move the 
aircraft out. He located a tractor. As the ignition key was 
no' available, he ha-d the t-actor staried through his ingenuity. 
By 'he time Corneal Deol got the tractor coupled wi h the 
aircraft nearest to the fi e. the blast pen had aUeadv been 
sir rounded by fUmes. Unmindful of hi? personal safety, he 
towed the airc-aft out and thus saved it from dest-uction. 
He towed four mo'e ai'eaft out of other blast pen? in the 
same manner. During these operations, he sustained Inm i*s, 
but did not see treatment until all Ihe aircraft had been 
removed to safety. 

In this action, Corporal Gurdip Singh Deol displayed courage 
and determination of a high order. 

28. G/26335 DME Shri BHAG SINGH. General Reserve 
Engineering Force. 

On the moaning of 20Ti January, 1972. when a dozer which 
was engaged in formation cut ing of a new hill road alignmcri 
had got badly bogged down and there was dange- of loring 
the operator and the dozer, as it was sinking, DME Shri 
Bhag Singh volunteered to extricate to dozer. One track of 
the doze r was completely over hanging over he revine of abmit 
280 feet with the belly of dozer striick on the bould-r. W : th 
utter disregard to his personal safety, he carried out the opera- 
tion and extricated the machine. 

In thr? action, DME Shri Bhag Singh displayed courage and 
devotion to du'y of a high order. 

29, G/72356 PNR Shri RAM SINGH, General Reserve 
Engineering Force, 

Shri Ram Smth was on sentry dutv at Ouarr-v site at 
Karnang at 0005 h 1 ^. on the ninht of 15th /16*h Atvril, 1972, 
when he was suddenly attacked by four M'zo hostiles. Al- 
though out numbered and faced with the hostlies who were 
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well armed, he fought single handed with them with a batton 
only. In the fighting, he sus.ained a bullet injury, and was 
pushed down into the nullah. Despite the inju y, he raised 
alarm and continued to resist the hos lies &t grave risk to his 
own life, till hejp arrived from the neighbouring Camps when 
the attackers fled. 

In this action. Shr Ram Singh displayed courage and deter- 
mination of a high order. 

30. G/31341 DME Shri PREM CHAND, General Reserve 
Engineering Force. 

DME Shri Prem Chand was assigned the task of maintain- 
ing a stretch of road between India and Sikkim. This road 
is highly susceptible to land slides and the sl.des are extremely 
dangerous with large size boulders and huge quau ity of debris 
coming down. Despite these difficulties, be kept open the 
road. On the 16th August, 1972, a big land slide took place 
on the above mentioned road and the entire traffic was held 
up. Regardless of grave risk to his own life, he started 
clearing ope.ution and succeeded in opening the road to 
traffic. 

In this action, DME Shri Prem Chand displayed courage, 
devotion to duty of a high order, 

31. GO-443 EE (Civ.} SARB DEO CHOWDHARY, 
General Reserve Engineering Force, 

While conducting a party of Senior Officers on a road in the 
border area on 31st January, 1972, Shri Sarb Deo Chowdhary 
came across a rock slide, which had comple ely blocked the 
road. This brought a couvoy of about 200 vehicles to a halt. 
Boulders were coming down continuously, thus positing danger 
to the vehicles and the men on the road. His work force was 
reluctant to face the danger and clear the slide, irrespec ive 
of the fact that the restoration of line of communication was 
extremely necessary. Regardless of imminent danger to his 
life, he personally led the men to the work of clearing the 
road-block. Undaunted by the Injury, sustained by a falling 
boulder, he remained with his men and managed to clear the 
road within a few hours. Again, on another occasion, when 
faced with a big land slide, he displayed courage and kept up 
the morale of his men who had suffe ed a setback owing to 
an instantaneous death of one of the pioneers at the site. 

In these actions, Shri Sarb Deo Chowdhary displayed 
courage and devotion to duty of a high order, 

32. GO-694 AEE(C) Shri ASOK KUMAR MUKTIERJEE, 
General Reserve Engineering Force, 

AEE(C) Shri Asok Kumar Mukhcrjec was with a Road 
Maintenance Unit in the western part of Rajasthan in Novem- 
ber, 1971. He was entrus.cd with the task ol maintaining a> 
road vitally important from the strategic point of view. The 
stretch posed a challenging maintenance problem during the 
operations against Pakistan in 1971 as the enri.e stetch of 
the road passes through the sandy held, crossing a large num- 
ber otahifting type of sand dunes. Undaunted by the frequent 
enemWimmbardment, he moved on the road with his men 
attending to various maintenance tasks and ensured uninter- 
rupted flow of traffic despite various hazards. After the cease- 
fire, he was entrusted yet another challenging task. The 
total work involved was equivalent to approximately 6 Kms. 
of road and was to be completed within two months. Working 
round the clock and unmindful of his personal safety and 
oomfort, he completed the task ahead of schedule. 

Throughout, Shri Asok Kumar Mukherjee displayed courage, 
determination and leadership of a high order. 

33. G/107190 Supdt, B/R Ode. I Shri ALI GOHAR, 
General Reserve Engineering Force. 

Shri Ali Gohar was with a Road Maintenance Unit in Rajas- 
than Sector in November 1971. H e was responsible for main- 
tenance of road sector from Jaisalmer to Ramga.ih which was 
very vitally important from operation point of view. During 
the ope ations against Pakistan in 1971, the area was subjected 
to constant enemy bombardment and air straffing, With com- 
plete disregard to his safety and comfort, he moved on the 
roads with his men and kept the roads in perfect traffleworthy 
condition. After the ceasefire, he was entiusted with Ihe task 
of comfuction of two helipads. He planned and organised 
the work, and working round the clock, completed the work 
ahead of schedule. 


Throughout, Shri Ali Gohar displayed gallantry and devo- 
tion to duty of a high order. 

34. G/22707 DME Shri RAMESH LAL, General Reserve 
Engineering Force. 

DME Shri Ramesh Lai was with a Road Maintenance Unit 
which was indue. ed in operational area for maintenance of 
strategic roads in Rajas, han area in November, 1971. Though 
all roads were black-topped, yet the berms were in very bad 
shape and two-way traffic was not possible on these roads. 
Ai many places, the be,ms were covered widi heavy sand dunes 
of varying heights of 4 feet to 6 feet. DME Shri Ramesh 
Lai was cmrusted with the task of clearance of sand du.tes on 
the two roads during enemy action between 3rd December 
and 17th December, 1971, Unmindful of enemy bombard- 
mem, he car iecl ou. the task working day and night and 
made the roads fit for two-way traffic by clearing all sand 
dunes only in 4 days’ timo. 

In this actiou, DME Shri Ramesh Lai displayed gallantry 
and devotion to duly of a high order, 

35. G/85095 EEM Shri PREM SINGH, General Reserve 
Engineering Force. 

EEM Shi 1 Prem Singh was with a Road Maintenance Unit 
which was indue. ed in operational area for maintenance of 
strategic roads in Rajasthan area in November, 1971. Tnough 
all roads were black topped, yet the berms were in very 
bad shape and two-way traffic was not possible on these 
roads, At many places, ihe berms we.e covered with heavy 
sand dunes of varying heights of 6 feet to 8 feel. EEM Shri 
Prem Singh was entrusted widi the task of clearance of sand 
dunes on the two roads during enemy action between 3rd 
December and 17th December. 1971. Unmindful of enemy 
bombardment, he carried out the task working day and 
night and made the roads fit for two-way traffic by clearing 
all sand dunes only in 3 days’ time. 

In this action, EEM Shri Prem Singh displayed gallantry 
and devotion to duty of a high order. 

36. G/ 10493 2 Peon Shri VAYYANATHU KOSHY 
THOMAS, General Reserve Engineering Force. 

Ou the night of 21st August, 1972, four hostile Nagas, 
armed with rifles, pistols and dahs. raided the offices of 19 
RMU at Chazuba with the intention to rob cash and type- 
writers. Peon Shri Vayyanathu Koshy Thomas was sleeping 
in the office 19 RMU when these hoslilcs broke into the 
office room. He woke up aftor hearig some noise and found 
that the hoslilcs were demanding keys of cash and typewriters 
from a Mate. When he tried to enquire, the hostiles caught 
him and threatened him to death in case he raised any alarm 
and did not produce keys. Although he knew the mention 
of the keys, he did not divulge the information. Ho succeed- 
ed to lake out two hostiles outside and mad e efforts to 
escape and raise alarm, but the hostiles fired three shots to 
kill him. He. however, tactfully managed to escape and 
raise alarm and thus saved himself and Government property. 

In this action, Peon Shri Vayyant-t'lhu Koshy Thomas dis- 
played gallantry, presence of mind and devotion to duty of 
a high order, 

37. 245354 Corporal JAl RAJ V1ND, Air Field Safety 
Operator. 

On the 4th December. 1971, an aircraft fully loaded with 
armament stores met with an accident on landing at a for- 
ward Air Force Base. The nose wheel of the aircraft bad 
collapsed and the aircraft caught fire. In spite of the inhe- 
rent danger of an explosion due to missiles and other arma- 
ment store, being loaded on the aircraft. Corporal Jai Raj 
Vtnd undertook the hazardous task of putting out the fire. 
He did this successfully despite being in the close vicinity of 
the burning aircraft, wi h complete disregard to his personal 
safety. It was through his determined efforts that he succeeded 
in putting out the fire; he the eby saved the life of the pitot 
and also avoided the aircraft becoming a complete wreck. 

The conspicuous courage, presence of mind and complete 
disregard for personal safety displayed by Corporal Jai Raj 
Vind^ wore in the highest traditions of gallantry in the Indian 
Air Force. 

38. 2659927 Grenadier RAN SINGH, The Grenadiers. 

Genadier Ran Singh was a member of a patrol party 

which was detailed on a patrol from 15th March, 1972 to 
20th March, 1972 in a snow bound area on our North 
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, Eastern border, On the 18th March, 1972 while the narty, 
comprising eight members, was caught in a blizzard, tin 
avafanche suddenly swept down the slopes of Dzaiila and 
biried the entire party. Grenadier Ran Singh, who was 
only partially buried, crawled out and set about diepiniz in 
the mass of snow, with his bare hands, for the other mem- 
bers of the party. He rescued another Grenadier and after 
reviving him encouraged him lo join in the rescue operation. 
Grenadier Ran Singh continued to dig with his bare bands 
and in the process lost his snow goggles and cap and also 
severely injured his a-m. Undaunted, he continued 'o work 
and rescued one by one all the members of the party. How- 
ever, the last man to be rescued was dead due to suffocation. 

In this action, Grenadier Ran Singh displayed courage and 
devotion to duty of a high order, 

39. Civilian Driver Shri NAND KUMAR JHA 

( Posthumous ) 

Shri Hand Kumar lha was driving a civilian truck white 
on duly with an Army Unit on 4*h December, 1971. in the 
Eastern Sector. The road on which the convoy was advanc- 
ing was heavily mined. Due to the extensive na'ure of encmv 
minefields, only the paved po-rion of the road was cleared 
of mines. When the o'hc- civih'an drivers refused to go tor- 
ward. he walked unto the front of ihe convov and uc-suaded 
lh» dovers to move, fcova'd. As their vehicles were car-vtng 
defence s'o'es, Shu Jha personally led the convov. Further 
aheid on the road the convoy was halted because an 
A’niv Vehicle had b r oken down. The only wav to proceed 
ah»ad w^s to go round ‘he A r mv Vehicle hv Wring the 
road, Shri Jha was fu’lv aware that, the sides of the road, 
were not cWred of mines and thn<- e was crave dancer of 
his vehicle heme blown no. However, as his vehicle ca-ri^d 
urcentlv needed defence Stores, h" voluMee-cd *o drive his 
vehicle off f hc road. As he a , ‘enr'ted this manoeuvre. Hs 
vehicle, struck a mine and was blown up and he was killed 
on the spot. 

Shri Nand Kumar Jha thus disp'avcd courage, determination 
and devotion to du‘y of a high order,
